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History of the Winnipeg Ballet 


Canada's first professional ballet was born in 1939, the 
offspring of Gwenth Lloyd who came from England to Win¬ 
nipeg in that year. Miss Lloyd with another English dancer 
Betty Farrally, whom she had trained started a Canadian 
School of Ballet. 

Within two years, under the name of Winnipeg Ballet 
Club, she was able to present five ballets with story, chore¬ 
ography, costume and set design, one hundred per cent Win¬ 
nipeg created. Four years later the company was making 
brief tours. Now it is a nationally incorporated company with 
a board of twenty-one directors and a cast of seventeen 
dancers under the company's ballet mistress and co-founder, 
Betty Farrally. 

Now in its 13th year as an organization, the Winnipeg 
Ballet started the fall season with a Command Performance 
for their Royal Highnesses the Princess Elizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

It brings home to people here on the west coast, the fact 
that Winnipeg has pioneered professional ballet in Canada and 
done it so successfully that it has drawn international com¬ 
ment. New York critics have called it one of the best profes¬ 
sional group of dancers on the entire continent.

Music consists of theme and harmony. This ballet is a free visual 
representation of the music. The theme is seen clearly and then merges 
with the harmony (thus becoming richer) only to be seen clearly again. 

Lines are like the scales rising or falling; groups are like chords building 
up or just pictures that show the relationship or the "fusion" of the theme 
and harmony, thus creating a feeling, as music when listened to, creates a 
picture or feeling. There is a modulation between movements like a 
dominant 7th chord (incomplete picture) used for changing into another key 
complete picture). 

The final section of the last movement has the dancers reversing the 
beginning of the first movement representing the return to the original 
key or original picture.
